Arrested 
for Attempted 
Criminal 


Assault he Seeks Death. 


Charles Matney, aged 38, a well- 


known rancher and man of family, 
residing on Bonita avenue, one mile 
north of town, made a desperate at- 
tempt to commit suicide at his home 
Saturday afternoon by cutting his 
throat from ear to ear with a razor. 


Matney had just been placed under 


arrest by Constable Van Vliet, charged 
with attempting to criminally assault 
Mrs. W. H. Dearkeng, who lives with 
her husband close to the Matney home. 


At the suggestion of the District 


Attorney, to whom Dearkeng reported 
the outrage Friday, Mrs. Dearkeng 
awore to the complaint before Justice 
C. F. Parker of this place Saturday 
morning. 
The warrant was placed 


in the hands of Constable Van Vliet 
who with his deputy, A. T. Sidsted, at 
once went to the Matney residence. 
The officers found that Matney had 
gone to Gleudora and was working in 
the Kuns nursery where they found 
him and placed him under arrest with- 
out difficulty. 


Returning the prisoner asked per- 


mission to be allowed to change his 
clothing and the men drove to his 
house for that purpose. Leaving the 
deputy to hold the horse, Van Vliet 
accompanied 
the prisoner 
into the 


bed-room. Matney took off his clothes 
even to his shirt, and opened his 
trunk, presumably to secure a change 
of apparel. In the top of the trunk 
lay a- razor which he secured unseen 
by the officer, and shouting "Good- 
bye everybody," slashed it across his 
hrpat 


citizen, and his partial admission of 
guilt cornea as a surprise. 


Mr, and Mrs. Dearkeng are honest 


German people who have lived in this 
community for a number of years and 
are the parents of two small children. 


When able to be removed the prison- 


er will receive his preliminary hearing 
in Justice Parker's court. 


As we go to press a despatch has 


been received stating that Matney has 
sufficiently recovered to be moved 
from the hospital to the County jail.

Work Being Done by the Naval Hy- 


drographic 
Office 


Washington --- Commander W. 
H. 


Sutherland, chief hyarographer of the 
navy in his annual report says the 
office is preparing a series of charts 
intended 
to cover every navigable 


portion of the world, except United 
States coasts, so that United States 
vessels may be supplied with charts 
of our wn production for every, re- 
giou that a vessel may be culled on to 
visit, aud no risk bo run in time of 
war of our being unable to obtain an 
article adequately sate for the vessels. 
The publication of a series of sailing 
instruct ions intended 
to cover the 


globe is in progress, aud the world 
charts for 1005 for tho use of navi- 
gators, 
which are to represent the 


magnetic declination aud inclination 
and tht> horizontal intensity of the 
earth's magnetic force, are in the 
course of preparation.

The Rev. Dr. Me Arthur Urges Re- 


striction 


New York—Restriction of immigra- 


tion was urged aa "the first great 
problem that confronts the American 
people" by the Rev. Dr. R. 8. Mc- 
Arthur of the Calvary Baptist church 
in his Thanksgiving day sermon. 


"In the last fiscal year," said Dr. 


McArthur, "nearly one 'million for- 
eigners have come to our shores. The 
illiteracy^ that they brought is as ton- 
ishly great and the vicious tendency 
corresponds to the illiteracy. 
They 


are for the most part from countries 
whose people are not readily assimi- 
lated to American ideas and ideals. 
J "Senator Lodge's bill would ex- 
clude a great number of these ignorant 
foreigners and that bill or some other 
like it must be passed or our most 
cherished institutions will be endan- 
gered, if not destroyed. 


"Our naturalization ilaws are loose 


enough in themselves," asserted the 
speaker, "and even those laws are not 
enforced. 
Men are made citi/ens who 


are ignorant of the first principles of 
the dignity and the duty of an Amer- 
ican citizen and 1 hope that the day 
will come when no man will be made 
a citizen who cannot read in English 
the constitution he swears to support 
and no man be made a voter who can- 
not read the ballot he casts. 


"I put no color line around the 


ballot box but I put around it an in- 
telligence line. I would permit no 
ignorant nogro to vote, not because he 
is black, but because he is ignorant; 
I would permit no ignorant white 
man to vote. Some of us saw men 
marches <ip to the ballot boxes like 
droves of cattle, and it wan pitiful for 
any patriotic American to 
witness 


such a performance. 
The weakest 


element in our republican form of 
government i Is the rule in our great 
cities. It must sadly be admitted 
that in this respect the republican 
fbriri of government is a failure.' 


TORN TO STONE 


Woman's Remains are Found to Be 


Petrified . 


Hannibal, N. Y.—Two bodies which 


have recently been disinterred for re- 
moval from the cemetery here have 
been found to be petrified. The last 
body exhumed was that of Mrs. Rose 
Van Horn, who died in 1896. When 
the sexton opened the grave he'found 
that the coffin had fallen to pieces, 
but the woman's body Jwas perfectly 
preserved and the 
wide-open eyes 


added to its life-like appearance. 


The doctor who issued the permit 


to open the grave declared it a remark- 
able case of petrificatioi. 


"The 
preservation 
was 
just us 


nearly perfect as it was possible foi 
it to be," he said. 
'"Every vein 


noticeable iu life could be seen. The 
linger nails were perfect. The most 
peculiar feature were tho eyes. They 
looked precisely like those of a living 
person. Tho body was of about tho 
hardness of chalk, but a few more 
years would have made it us hard as 
Mint. 
1 presume tho potriilcatiou is 


due to some peculiar quality of tho 
soil."

The Isditai lUte * fierce Attack ta tht Early 


Mortfnr ari Scattered th* Whole ComnuriJ, 


Stx Dead In the Camp 


A whole company of the Fifth regi- 


ment of Mexican rurales was killed 
and scattered by the Yaqui Indiana at 
Rapairo, near Haqui Urande, Sonora, 
Mexico, and the first news of the dis- 
aster was made pnblic by 8. J. Flem- 
ming and «r. Sidney Poole, who bare 
just returned from 
their mines at 


Cumripa, on the Yaqni river. 


Mr. Flemming said: 
"A ;whole 


company of the Fifth regiment under 
the command of Colonel Francisco 
Picarardo, was wiped out of existence 
by a band of Yaqui and all that is 
known of the fate of the rurales 
IB 


that [six bodies were left dead at the 
scene of the attack. 
The rest of the 


company was scattered through the 
brush and {a week after the battle no 
news had been received 
from the 


remnants of the soldiers, and it is 
supposed that, they were driven into 
the brush and killed one at a time. 


"The rurales were camped near Ra- 


pnlro, and the Yaquia came on them 
in the early morning, before the 
whole company was awake and so 
fierce was the attack of the Indians 
that they scattered the whole com- 
mand, and outside of the six dead 
that were left on the scene of the 
camp there is nothing to indicate the 
fate of the others. 


"The country about Cumupira is in 


dread of the Yaquis, and£in a town of 
500 people no one dares leave his 
house after night, and while the men 
are at work in the mines they have 
their rifles and their revolvers within 
easy reach. 


"The Yaquis are as familiar with 


that country as the oldest inhabitant 
is with the streets of Los Angeles, and 
there are but low places where water 
can be secured. They know all of the 
wells and all of the trails, and it will 
be uext to impossible for the govern- 
ment 
to wipe tliem out of that 


country. 


"One thing is especially peculiar. 


Anyone who is known to be an Amer- 
ican can go through the Yaqui coun- 
try without even an escort, and they 
will be safer than if they bad a com- 
pany of rurales with them. The In- 
dians have no grudge at the American 
aa they know he is not after their 
lands, and th«y also know trom 
where their supply of arms and am- 
munition comes. 


' 'The only American who is known to 


have been killed in the Yaqui country 
during the last six months was Sulli- 


van, 
the manager of the Ladura placer 


mines, and his place was about twenty 
miles from where we were located. 


"While going in two months ago 


two of niy Moso or half-cast escorts 
were killed, and while we were com- 
ing out on this trip two of the natives 
wore picked off from ambush. 
Our 


camp was surrounded one night, and 
there was a lively fire from the Yaquis 
for a while, but we sent the head 
Moso of our party to them and in- 
formed them that we were Americans, 
and the attack ceased without any 
one's beiug killed. 


"There was one striking story of re- 


venge which the Mexican government 
has always denied. About a year ago 
a party of Yqauis were moving to 
their new homos, and the guide led 
them iuto a blind canyon, which was 
surrounded 
liy 
Mexican 
rurales. 


After exhausting all the ammunition 
they had, the Mexicans clubbed tho 
women and children to death, aud of 
the whole six hundred not one was 
left. 


"Tho Yaquia captured tho guide 


aud took him to one of their camps, 
where they sawed off his foot. Then 
they made him run on the stumps of 
his legs until ho foil exhausted. Ho 
was thon hanged and shot, but with 
all this u man is safe if they know ho 
is uii American."—L. A. Horuld.

TYPHOON'S HAVOC IN CHINA SEA 


Hundreds of the Fishing Junks De- 


stroyed 


Victoria, B. C.—Advices were re- 


ceived from South 
China by the 


Athenian of the loss of thousands of 
lives as a result of the destruction of 
several hundred fishing junks in a 
typhoon off Swatow. The havoc was 
awful when the gale swept down on 
the Chinese vessels. 
Masts 
were 


broken, rudders carried away, sails 
ripped and there was a general de 
struction of life. For days numbers 
of disabled junks drifted helplessly 
about, 
their 
occupants 
suffering 


greatly from thirst and hunger.t The 
Hong Kong government tender Stanley 
rescued a number, picked up eight 
junks and took 1'22 men off of vessels 
that were abandoned. The Stanley 
then returned to the rescue of the 
fishermen. They reported that there 
werj 400 junks fishing off Swatow 
when the typhoon came on November 
4. From the Stanley fifty-seven dis- 
abled junks'were seen flying distress 
signals. Several junks were towed to 
Hong Kong, and then a third relief 
cruise was made. 


Meanwhile three torpedo boat de- 


stroyers, the naval water boat Cherub 
and a Chinese cruiser were sent out 
and rescued many. Several hundred 
men were taken from wrecked craft 
suffering greatly, some being withont 
food or water from two to five days. 
Of the 400 fishing junks at least three 
hundred are dashed or 
sunk 
and 


thousands of lives were lost. 


SUFFER FOR LACK OF FUEL 


Eastern Coal is Selling at $10 a 


Ton 


Denver—Disheartened at 
attempts 


to procure coal from the large opera- 
tors of the state, local dealers are now 
bringing coal from the eastern fields 
and selling it at the price of $10 a 
ton—one ton only to each purchaser. 
Even at this exorbitant 
price the 


commodity is snapped up by consu,m- 
ers with a zest, and they are willing 
to pay any price in order to keep 
from freezing. The railroads have 
uiada a rate of |4 per ton on coal im- 
ported from the east, and it is aimed 
to bring in a sufficient supply to pre- 
vent further suffering from a shortage 
similar to that which has existed and 
had such noticeable effect in the past 
two or three weeks.

classes, however, continues, the "prise 
of fuel being entirely beyond their 
means. In small quantities coal is 
now selling at 75 cents per sack.

The superintendent of 
the 
San 


Jacinto forest reserve in this state, 
Mr. Bartlett, reports that the pine 
trees under his charge are threatened 
with destruction 
by 
the 
Dakota 


beetle, "a winged insect of about 
twice the size of a common house fly. 
It is very prolific, laying thousands 
of minute eggs, which lie dormant for 
about one year, when each hatches, 
producing a small worm which begins 
upon its birth to feed upon the bark 
•of the pine tree, and does not cease 
until tie large tree has been killed. 
The larva, as the worm is called, re- 
turns then to its beetle state, flies to 
other trees, where it 
deposits its 


thousands of eggs, and in this way 
perpetuates its species and continues 
to devastate the large forests." 


He knows of no remedy for checking 


or destroying this destructive pest 
except to cut down the affected trees 
and burn them. He estimates that 
even at the present rate of devastation 
tho forest will bo destroyed within a 
few years.

St. Petersburg—Th« prolongation of 


the Rosso-Japanese negotiations at 
Tokio, which hare been delayed by 
Viceroy Alexieff's return to St. Peters- 
burg, is due to the inability to reach 
tin understanding regarding Korea. 
Tentative terms on the 
subject of 


Manchuria hare been settled. Japan 
recognizes Russia's dominant interest 
and agrees not to place obstacles in 
the way of the solution of the prob- 
lem. 
While still 
maintaining the 


ultimate recognition 
of her treaty 


rights, open ports and the Integrity of 
•Chinese sovereignty, Japan is content 
to leave these {questions in abeyance, 
so as not to embarrass Russia. In re- 
turn Japan insists on the recognition 
of her influence in Korea and the 
opening of Yongampo or other ports 
to foreign trade. Russia is willing to 
concede something, but ahe opposes 
the opening of 
Yongampo on 
the 


ground of its proximity to the mouth 
of the Yalu river; on the ground that 
it will threaten her interests and com- 
plicate her difficulties in Manchuria. 


Russia is doing everything possible 


to bring the negotiations to a con- 
clusion. Viceroy Alexiff has the czar's 
orders to this effect. 
Russia believes 


it wise to press matters while Japan 
is in a pacific mood, which is attrib- 
uted to foreign counsel. The chief 
fear expressed here is that the morale 
of the United States' "Continuous 
pressure in connection with the open 
door policy will lead Japan to rash- 
,ness. The attitude of tho 
United 


States causes much nervousness and 
some anxiety. The Russian view is 
that no reason exists why the United 
States should become involved In • 
quarrel at tbe instigation of Russia's 
enemies when her interests, compara- 
tively insignificant, are not yet in- 
vaded. It is pointed out that last 
winter and spring the United States 
was aroused by the persistent declara- 
tion in the British and Japanese press 
that Japan would never permit China 
to sign a commercial treaty, yet it 
was signed on the date fixed. 


The sudden flash of anger in China 


over the Russian 
reoccupation of 


Mukden because it is the old burial 
place of tbe ancestors of the present 
dynasty, is not considered grave, as 


'si impotency 
is recognized. 


Nevertheless all steps will be taken to 
avoid a rupture, as China's friendship 
is reeded for the present. Despite 
the conviction here that the crisis has 
passed for the winter, Russia is taking 
nothing Jfor granted. Three-quarters 
of her fleet are massed in or contigu- 
ous to the Pacific. Nothing 
prac- 


tically is left on the Atlantic side.

Recently Manager Briggs furnished 


to the San Francisco Call a signed 
statement which shows the work of 
the Board and also indicates the fac- 
ilities for forwarding the interests of 
the interior counties.

widely distributed at home and abroad 
and are recognized as standard author- 
ity on the subjects treated. 


It has published hundreds of thous- 


ands of pamphlets, bulletins, maps 
and reports, which have been sent 
free to applicants for information in 
respect to the State throughout the 
world. 
. It has written teas of thousands of 
letter* each year for many years, in 
reply to inquirers peeking special 
information. 


It has always placed its influence 


on the side of high State development 
and been foremost in all movements 
calculated to promote State growth or 
the general good. 


It has distributed in the last ten 


years millions of folders, pamphlets, 
leaflets, and maps, furnished through 
County Boords of Supervisors and 
commercial organizations 


It has interested itself in State and

called, and many a woman would like to Me it stricken from the calendar. 
But we fear that this may only be looked for about the same time as that 
other blissful state of things when "every day'll be Bnnday by and by." But 
to make washing day as easy M possible go about It in the right way, and 
the work will be much lesseued. 


In the first place, don't wash on Monday, but on Tuesday. This will 


give you time to look over the clothes, remove stalne and put them In soak. 
Nobody wants to do this on Sunday, so generally the clothes are thrown 
Into the tub, and the stains, coming in contact with the soapsuds, become 
Indelibly set. Scalding with hot water before washing will remove mnny a 
staJn, and soaking in sour milk or lemon Jute, will do much for thoie which 
appear almost hopelewt 
If an Ink stain Is plunged Into sour milk at once 


or r!ns««d In clear water snd then allowed to stand In lemon Juice and salt 
the spot will often disappear. 
Of course this applies only to white clothes 


and must be done Immediately, before the Ink has had time to dry. 


\Vhlte clothes should be put to soak over night In cold water. The addi- 


tion of a little kerosene to this water helps wonderfully to loosen the dirt, 
and, everything having been prepared the day before, the washing will be 
easier. Flannels should not be soaker!, but washed In warm—not hot—water 
with the best white laundry soap. Care should be taken to have the rlnso 
water of the same temperature as the wash water, as sudden changes from 
•warm to coW shrink the flannels. Thry should be wrung very dry and then 
shaken and pulled out and drlrd In a warm place aa quickly a* possible. 
Woolens, moreover, should not re scrubbed on a board, but rubbed with the 
hamfs and drawn through them. If these rules are observed woolen under- 
wear will shrink very HtUe In washing. 


Hav'ag disposed of the fl.mnels, wash the white clothes next and the 


colored things last of all. Have the water ns hot as the hands will bear. 
The addition of a tablespoonful of some good washing powder or soap Jelly 
make the process easier. To make a satisfactory soap Jelly shave up a 
pound bar of laundry sonp. put It In a large pnn or pot together with half a 
pound of washing soda and pour over It a gallon of cold water. Allow It to 
come to a boll, then turn Into a stone Jar to cool. This keeps and will laat 
some tlm«. A good handful of It in the wo*h water will make a fine lather, 
and tho washing goes beautifully. Old fashioned housekeepers boll their 
white clothes while others claim that this Is not necessary. 


Clothes should be Ironed until quite dry, otherwise they will look rough. 


They should also be well aired before they are put away In the drawers, 
as, no matter how dry they may appear, there Is apt to be some 'dampness 
lurking In the folds. 
It is better to Iron handkerchiefs right from the tub 


without any prevlons drying.

1 Philadelphia's Flr»« Book. 


The flrst book of any kind published 


In Philadelphia was Atkln's Almanac 
for the year 1686. It was au unpaged 
pamphlet of ten leaves, only two copies 
of which are now known to be In ex- 
istence. The flrst copy of the Almanac 
printed was sent to Colonel Mark- 
ham, Penu's deputy, who reported to 
the council that the book had erro- 
neously declared Pennsylvania to have 
been founded by "Ix>rd Penn."

ing tlt'e. and directed the author and 
printer (William Bradford) to "forth- 
with and effectually fclott one ye words 
'Lord Penn.'"
